Wasninoton, April 2.—The committee on 
the monetary convention of the Pan-American 
conference held a meeting today to consider 
various propositions on this subject referred to 
it by the conference yesterday.

The Bill for Its Statehood—The Anti-Mor- 
mon Clause. 
WasHInoTon, April 2.—The house met at 
11 o’clock. Not more than fifty members were 
present, the chaplain absent, and the journal 
not prepared for reading. 
In the morning hour, on motion of Mr. Tur- 
ner, of Georgia, from the committee on com- 
merce, the bill was passed authorizing the con- 
struction of a bridge across the Oconee river at 
Dublin, Ga. 
At the instance of the committee on com- 
merce, several bills authorizing the construc- 
tion passed. Among them, one providing for 
a bridge across the Hudson river, between 
New York city and some point in New Jersey. 
The house then took up the bill for the ad- 
mission of Idahoasastate inthe union. | 
Mr. Dorsey, of Nebraska, in charge of the 
bill, opened the debate with aspeech in its 
favor. The only opposition to the admission 
of Idaho came from the Mormons. They pro- 
tested against the provision of the constitution 
which disfranchises bigamists and polygamists 
and persons who are members of any associa- 
tion which encourages bigamy. 
Mr. Mansur, of Missouri, premised his re- 
marks with a disclaimer of any sympathy with 
theinstitution of bigamy, but he criticised the 
provision cf*the constitution, disfranchising 
the Mormons. No other state in the union had 
ever sought to enforce what this constitution 
sought to enforce. No American citizens 
should ever be punished without a trialanda 
fair hearing. The real reason for disfranchis- 
ing the Mormons was that the Mormons in 
Idaho voted the democratic ticket. It wasnot 
a question of principle but of expediency. 

{r. Dubois, of Idaho, earnestly advocated | 
the admission of the territory he represented, 
into the brotherhcod of states. 

Mr. Smith, of Arizona, earnestly denounced 
the action of the committee on territories 1 
failing to report the bill in favor of the ad- 
mission of the territory he represented. His 
people had been unfairly treated. Arizona 
had every qualification for statehood which 
Montana, Dakota or Washingten sed. 
But the bill for her admission was to be smoth- 
ered in committee simply because she had 
seen fit to send a democrat to-this congress.

A NEW LIGHT ADOPTED BY THE 
CENTRAL ROAD. 


A Plant to be Bullt in Atlanta Within Sixty 
Days—Hew the Gas is Made and 
Where it is Most Used. 


——— 


Atlanta will, in sixty days, have another 
gas factory. 

The new plant will, however, in no way 
compete with the gas company now doing 
business, and will be used only to manufac- 
ture gas with which to illuminate railroad 
cars. 

Mr. William St. John, general agent of the 
Pintsch gas lighting department of the Safety 
Car Heating and Lighting company, isin At- 
lanta, and it is owing to his efforts that the 
new plant is to be erected. 

The Pintsch gas lighting system has for sev- 
eral years been extensively used by 
the northern railroads, but it 
was not until three weeks ago that any 
southern road could be induced to assume the 
expense of making the required alterations for 
the comfort and safety of their passengers. 

At that time Mr. St. John visited Savannah 
and showed the advantages of his system so 
clearly to General Manager Gabbett, of the 
Central road, that a contract was at once made, 
and in the future all the cars of the Georgia 
Central will be illuminated by the Pintsch 
gas. 

“I arrived here this morning,’’ said Mr. St. 
John last night “and I have already seen 
several contractors who will meet me tomor- 
row and go over the plans and specifications 
before making a bid. I see no reason why the 
plant should not be completed in sixty days.”’ 
‘“‘Where will it be located ?’’ 

“That I can’t say exactly. It will, however, 
be near some of the railroad tracks. I am to 
meet Mr. Gabbett tomorrow morning, and he 
will very probably give me a site on the prop- 
erty owned by the Central road.’’ 

‘Will any other of the railroad companies 
adopt your system ?”’ 

“T have no doubt they will. The Atlanta 
and West Point road people have already ex- 
pressed a desire to make the change, and dur- 
ing my last visit to Atlanta Mr. Maddox, of 
the Atlanta and Florida road stated his inten- 
tion of using our gas.

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Venezuela Will Fight. 

For some years past the British have been 
helping themselves to Venezuelan territory. 

These land robbers simply occupy the 
districts they wish to seize and then raise 
their flag over their fortified posts. : 

Venezuela has been protesting vigerously, 
and appealing for an arbitration to settle all 
disputed questions, but the British continue 
their aggressive encroachments. 

It is possible that the two countries will 
come to blows. When President Palacio 
took the oath of office last month, the pres- 
ident of the senate made a speech in which 
he declared that it was the duty of Venezu- 
ela to defend every foot of her soil, even if it 
brought upon her a disastrous defeat and the 
fate of Poland. In reply the new president 
said that if Venezuela failed to secure allies 
she would send her legions against the~ in- 
vader. 

These speeches were received with enthu- 
siastic applause, and it is safe to say that 
the policy of the new administration will be 
warlike. 

Under the generally accepted construction 
pf the Monroe doctrine it is difficult to see 
how this republic can calmly look on and 
see her South American sisters bulldozed 
and robbed by any European monarchy. The 
question touches us very closely, and before 
it is settled our government can hardly fail 
to be drawn into the controversy. Naturally 
the sympathies of our people are with the 
Venezuelans. 


Yankee Cities in the South. 

The Columbus, Ohio, Dispatch, referring 
to an article in the Tallapoosa, Ga., Journal, 
devoted to the manufacturing interests of 
that town, thinks that a curious feature of 
it appears in one of the headlines, where 
Tallapoosa is called ‘‘A Yankee City Under 
Southern Sun,’’ and that still another pecu- 
liar feature is the boast that in that region 
they have the climate, iron ore, and other 
facilities, natural and acquired, to lead Eng- 
Jand in lines growing out of the iron indus- 
tries. 

The Dispatch, ‘‘after making due allow- 
ance for home pride and the speculator’s 
rather enthusiastic assertions,’’ is dazed 
when it remembers that these same yankee 
rities in the south are enlisted with the na- 
tive population in the work of whipping 
England in the iron market ‘‘upon the very 
spot that England sought to turn to herown 
advantage, in the great war, less than thirty 
years ago.”’ . 

The surprise of our contemporary in con- 
templating this new order of things is not to 
be wondered at. Like many other newspa- 
pers it is unfamiliar with the progress of the 
south and the work of union and regenera- 
tion which has been going on here for the 
past thirty years. Granting that England 
*‘sought to turn this very spot to her advan- 
tage less than thirty years ago,’’ the league 
which the yankee and the ‘‘rebel’’ have 
formed against her and the world in this 
union of interests, shows how completely 
the north and south have reeovered from the 
disaster of thirty years since, and are wedded 
to the upbuilding of our common country. 
There is no north and no south now, save in 
the memories of the unforgiving few who 
are opposed toa union of hands, as they are 
toa union of hearts. 

Yankee cities under a southern sun are 

foing a rushing business. We are all happy 
~ and hope to be still happier. And may the 
good work go on forever! 


Sergeant Dunn Again. 


Sergeant Dunn, of the signal service of- | 


fice at New York, stands by his predictions 
of disastrous floods for the lower Mississippi 
valley. 

The sergeant says that he has been mis- 
quoted in reference to New Orleans. He did 
not specially name that city as marked out 
for destruction. That it will suffer great 
damage, he thinks, is mcrally certain. The 
situation grows more threatening, and citi- 
zens in the vicinity of New Orleans should 
lose no time in seeking high ground. 

Sergeant Dunn’s views, as he now pre- 
sents them, are doubtless fully justified by 
the situation. Itis not likely that the over- 
flow will have the force of a rushing torrent. 
On the contrary, it will spread out in a thin 
sheet of water, and the more extensive the 
area covered the shallower the water will be. 

Matters are bad enough in the flood re- 
gion, without predicting wholesale death and 
flestruction, but a timely warning is cer- 

tainly in order. 


Why New England Is Loyal. 

If Daniel Webster had never lived it is pos- 
sible that there would have been no armed 
ppposition to the secession of the southern 
states in 1861. 

On its face this is apparently a startling 
statement, but the facts of the case give it 
the color of probability. Originally New 
England was the hot-bed of secession. Her 

t eminent men fully believed in the 
doctrine, and more than once the threat was 
made that their states would go out of the 
union if certain things came to pass. All 
this is told without reserve in Henry Adams’s 
recent history, as weil as in other books that 
might be named. 

The people of New England were never 
impressed with the idea that the union was 
something more permanent than an ordinary 
partnership between the states until Webster 
made his reply to Hayne and several other 
speeches on the same line. The great sena- 
tor from Massachusetts was gifted with the 
most commanding order of eloquence, and in 
his eyes the union was something almost sa- 
cred. When he thundered against a policy 
that would result in ‘states dissevered, dis- 
fordant and beligerent,”’. and ‘a land 
frenehed in fraternal blood,” and made his 
immortal plea for ‘‘Liberty and Union,”’ the 


New Englanders@r the first time were fully 


aroused to the dangers of secession. Follow- 


s BBB im the lend of Webster, the northern 


union and secession was a dead issue north 
of Mason and Dixon’s line. 

We talk sometimes about the one man 
power. Never was it more conspicuously 
manifested than in the work of the Lion of 
the North. Without the devotion, zeal and 
eloquence of the great expounder of the con- 
stitution the crisis of sixty-one would have 
found a half-hearted north, ready to say 
with Horace Greeley: ‘‘Let the erring sisters 
go in peace.”’ 

The thoughtful student of American his- 
tory will find the rise and fall of the seces- 
sion idea in New England an interesting 
chapter. 


A Roman Holiday. 

Now that St. Augustine has celebrated the 
occasion of the landing of Ponce fde Leon 
with great pomp and ceremony, it strikes us 
that our sister city, Rome, has a fine open- 
ing for a spring festival on a similar line. 

Why not celebrate the visit of that daring 
and unfortunate Spanish cavalier, Fernando 
De Soto to the spot on which Rome now 
stands? De Soto took quite a fancy to the 
country about Rome and spent nearly all of 
the month of June in that locality. 

A festival to commemorate the explorer’s 
visit might very well be made to fill a week 
in June, and a very picturesque and gay. af- 
fair it would be. Rome would be the pretti- 
est town on the continent when rigged out in 
gala colors for such an occasion. Think of 
the possibilities in the shape of a procession 
of mailed Spanish knights, with their men 
at arms, their priests and their captives— 
their barges on the water—the gallant De 
Soto planting the flag of Spain on some con- 
venient hill-top, and—but there is no limit 
to the programme. 

Such a festival would draw the attention 
of the entire country to Rome, and her streets 
during the week of her spring carnival would 
be crowded with visitors. Why not try it? 


Growth of the Farmers’ Alliance. 

The New York Press has been doing some 
alliance work lately. That is, its correspon- 
dents in the east, west, north and south were 
instructed to send in reports of the relative 
strength of the alliances in different states, 
and the result has been a surprise to the 
Press, and its probable future influence upon 
the country is made the basis of lengthy edi- 
torial comment. 

The Press thinks that the growth of the 
alliance in the past six months, from its 
small beginning in Kansas, is startling and 
has grave political significance. It says: 

Take the census of 1880. Out of 14,744,042 males 
of all ages engaged in various occupations 7,055, - 
983, or almost one-half, were pureuing agriculture 
asan avocation. This is, therefore, the largest 
single element of our voting population, 

The compact union of the farmers of the country 
in a political organization would overthrow all 
other parties, because it would be impossible to 
combine the other elements and classes solidly 
against them. ‘The general character of the far- 
mers of the country makes it certain that they 
have the independence, tenacity of purpose and 
integrity to stand together. The labor unions will 
not bear comparison with the Farmers’ Alliance, 
because in the unions are gathered mostiy men 
who labor by the day and live from hand to mouth. 
The farmer is self-supporting—a sovereign of the 
soil, dependent only on his own exertions. We 


est that it challenges as the latest, greatest, and 
possibly the most formidable force in American 
politics. 
The Farmers’ Alliance, however, cannot 
be classed with political organizations. It 
may be said that it is and is not political; 
alliancemen everywhere repudiate politics as 
the object of the order; but it certainly 
wields a great political influence, which will 
be felt throughout the country and will work 
to the benefit of the farmer. Without giving 
utterance to one sentiment that could be 
construed politically, an organization with a 
million members at once becomes a powerful 
factor in the politics of the country, and is a 
menaee to those who would work against its 
legitimate interests; and so the Farmers’ 
Alliance, if, indeed, it took no active interest 
in political affairs, would still have an influ- 
ence that would give direction to legislation, 
and secure such concessions in matters 
where the farmers’ interests were at stake as 
they might desire. 

The farmers know what they are about. 
They will dothe very best for themselves 
and for the whole country. 


The Elections in Kansas, 

The women made things lively in Kansas 
on Tuesday. They made April fools of all 
the male politicians and captured the local 
offices far and near. 

The reason of their success lies in the 
fact that they are what might be termed 
‘‘hustlers.’’ A strong-minded woman appre- 
ciates the right of suffrage and works it for 
allit is worth. She is generally waiting at 
the registry department to write her name 
down on the list of voters three days before 
the books are open, and so there are very 
few women who are unregistered when an 
election comes off. 

The account of the elections, as told: in 
our dispatches, makes interesting reading, 
but has some ridiculons features that pro- 
voke a smile. Especially Was this the case 


a colored woman as a candidate for the 
school board and elected her by an over- 
whelming majority. 

This is where the trouble would come in 
if woman suffrage ever became universal. 
The lady of the house would find herself 
running for congress side by side with her 
cook, and would die of a broken heart if the 
cook was elected.

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WHICH BRINGS - 
.. PARMERS TOGETHER. 
Colonel Livingston Delivers a Masterly 
Specch, and Judge Jim Frown Puts 
. Himself on Record. 


Canton, Ga., April 2.—{Special.]—This has 
been a “red letter day’’ for the alliancemen of 
Cherokee. The regular quarterly meeting of 
the County Farmers’ alliance was held, and 
more or less business of importance to its 
looking to the material prosperity and polit- 
ical movements of the people generally. 

COLONEL LIVINGSTON PRESENT. 

Colonel L, F. Livingston, president of the 
state alliance, was a drawing card, and made 
a speech of an hour and ahalf’s length to a 
crowded house, that thrilled his hearers and 
kindled their enthusiasm. His remarks were 
given close attention, and very frequently ap- 
plauded. 

They were generally and favorably com- 
menteduapon, both by thosein and out of the 
alliance, and made Colonel Livingston many 
friends among the Cherokeealliancemen. He 
spoke of the ebject of the alliance, and said 
it was not tointerfere with any other calling 
or profession, but to work harmoniously with 
all classes for the best interest of the whole 
people, aiming to. better the condition of 
the alliancemen, mainly, financially and intel- 
lectually, by encouraging them to read and re- 
spect themselves and _ instill into 
mindsof the rising generation the principles 
of our government and the needs of its people. 
Already the common schools show a marked 
increase both im numbers and attendance, 
and legislators are more willing to lend a help- 
ing hand to the oppressed and hard worked 
farmer and laboring man. From its inception 
the alliance has taught its members the most 
rigid economy,and, as a result, in proportion 


‘to the population, less was bought on time last 


year than any year since the war. The farm- 
ers, too, are diversifying their crops, raising 
more hog and hominy—hame supplies—than 
heretofore. Colonel Livingston devoted the 
greater part of his time to the financial prob- 
lems of the country, giving a full, clear and 

lain explanation of the several acts that have 

en passed affecting the monetary system 
of the country. ‘‘The price of the product 
from the farmer or the . shop,” said 
he, ‘‘depends not ve! upon. the question of 
supply and demand, but also upon the volume 
of currency at hand by which the business in 
its several branches as it stands related to the 
commeree of the country must be done. This 
is true from this fact, with others, that the 
laws‘of the country make money the founda- 
tion of allcontracts. If the monetary system 
be at fault, every business or enterprise on 
which it depends must necessarily be more or 
less deranged. The most important laws toa 
nation are those that constitute and control 
its currency. If that currency be too small in 
volume it depresses the prices of the products 
of that-country, and if it is not properly dis- 
tributed, it gives a decided advantage to cer- 
tain localities over others.”’ 

THE DANGER OF CONCENTRATED CAPITAL. 

“Concentrated capital gives concentrated 
power, and concentrated power is always op- 
pressive and dangerous to a republican form of 
government. The currency of this country is 
chiefly concentrated in Wall street, conse- 
quently the commercial power and control of 
products in this country rests in New York, 
where the price of every product produced in 
the United States today, whetherin California 
or Maine, Maryland or Texas,is controlled. 
Wall stréet stands financially to this country, 
in its complete centrol of the commerce, as 
does the human physical heart tothe human 
system. The proper sources and growth of the 
agricultural and laboring classes depends upon 
the proper distribution of the country’s 
wealth. National legislation, as regards 
the monetary system of our coun has 
been hurtful and well nigh ruinous to the ag- 
ricultural and laboring es—legislation that 
has made the rich richer and the poor poorer 
by concentrating the wealth and power of the 
e remedy 

by the alliance—through the sub- 
treasury, orsome such bill—is an inflation of 
the curr of sufficient volume to do the 
business of the country on a cash basis: This 
is the remedy we propose for this great and 
growing evil, and itis the remedy to which 
we propose to firmly stand.”’ 

Colonel Livingston briefly explained the de- 
mands of the alliance executive committee, 
published in today’s ConsTITUTION, relative 
to certain issues that every candidate this year 
will be asked to fully express himself 
upon, “‘and,’’ said he, “if a candidate can 
not and will. not align himself with 
these demands and show his sincerity by 
signing his name thereto, then the alliance 
will drop him and find one who will. Yet the 
alliance does not intend to engage in any 
third party movement, but will work in the 
primaries of the two present political parties,” 

AS TO HIMSELF. 

Speaking of himself he said he was not now 
a candidate for any office and did not know 
that he would ever be, and certainly would 
not be if it should in any way hazard the suc- 
cess of the alliance and the principles for 
which itis laboring. However, he could not 
say he would refuse to serve if the people 
saw that his services were really needed He 
closed his speech, which was earnest. plain 
and at times eloquent and pathetic, 
with an appeal to the people to 
give the alliance movement an _ honest 
and fair trial—not to judge it by the mistake it 
had made and most likely would make in the 
future, but to join hands in its demands for 
‘equal rights to all and special privileges to 
none.’

JUDGE BROWN CALLED ON, 


At the close of Colonel Livingston’s speech 
Judge James R. Brown, who had been an at- 
tentive listener all the while, was calledwpon 
by President Hill and introduced to the audi- 
ence in a very complintentary manner. Judge 
Brown acknowledged the compliment paid 
him by the president, and the unexpected 

rivilege and honor that had been accorded 

im to appear before the people at this time 
in a few well chosen words, and then, in an 
off-hand way, briefly discussed the mone- 
tary system, railroad and other great 
questions of the day in a manner that 
showed his familiarity with them, and his 
ability to grapple the most perplexing prob- 
lems that are now affecting this country. He 
referred to the political demands made by the 
alliance, and said he thought they were just 
and right, as are also the principles, aims and 
objects of the order; and, judging the alliance 
by the good it has already accomplished, he 
said he could see no reason why success should 
not and will not be inscribed upon the banner. 
In the few minutes’ talk he made he spoke in 
a@ manner that reassured his hearers that he was 
fully able and prepared to meet and discuss 
any question affecting the people in a way that 
would be to their interest. Although Judge 
Brown has retired from the practice of law, 
and is living quietly at home superintend-

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A TRAVELER TELLS OF THE PEO- 
PLE’S SUFFERING. 


Fhonsands of Negroes Along the Levees With 
Only Their Blankets for Shelter—The 
Breaks Along the River, 


‘No one can understand the terrible suffer- 
Ing which is being endured by the people in 
the Mississippi valley unless they are there to 
see it.”’ 

An Atlanta gentleman who has just come 
from the flooded district was at the Kimball 
house last night, and was relating to some 
friends what he had seen on his way to At- 
lanta. 

‘‘The planters down there,’’ he continued, 
“claim that if the water gets out of their 
fields by the 5th of May they will be able to 
make their crops, but instead of decreasing 
the water is still rising and the outlook seems 
to me very dark, 

‘‘T was in -Memphis last Monday and the 
water marked 45.6 feet and was reported still 
rising. Of course the city of Memphis is in no 
flanger, because it is upon a high bluff, and I 
don’t think New Orleans will suffer, because 
the frequent breaks in the leveo permit the 
water to escape and spreads it over such a vast 
territory. At Arkansas City, however, the 
water in the streets was four feet deep and all 
the houses which. were not built upon hills 
were flooded.”’ 

“Did you see much suffering?’ he was 
asked. 

“T went from Memphis by boat, and 
the captain told me he had seen a 
number of families perched like birds on the 
roofs of the houses. I saw nothing of this, but 
I did see crowds of people along the levees. 
Most of them were darkies, and they seemed 
to have prepared themselves as well as they 
could. They had their provisions and fire- 


- wood stored up, and had made tents of their 


blankets. Of course, they were not enjoying 
themselves, but they seemed to be enduring 
the situation as well as could be expected.” 

‘‘Are there many breaks in the levees?” 

“The first break occurred at Offut’s, about 
nine miles above Greenville; the next was at 
Mound landing; and the third occurred at 
Huntingdon. After that the breaks occurred 
so frequently that I failed to keep account of 
them.” 

“Did you see any of the breaks ?”’ 

‘‘T hada cousin on one of the government 
vessels near Memphis, and I went down to 
spend the night with him. While we were 
talking I heard a tremendous noise, which 
sounded likea train rushing through a big 
evt. I thought it was a train until my cousin 
told me that it wasa breakin the levee five 
miles away, and the noise I heard was the 
water rushing through. 

“In coming upjthe river,even when the levee 
was out of sight in the woods, there was no 
trouble about locating the breaks, beeause the 
water was churned up and dashed madly 
amongst the trees. The suction of the water 
made great waves which seemed big enough to 
sweep away everything tifat obstructed their 
course.”’ 

‘‘Are they doing much to stop the breaks?” 

‘*Almost superhuman efforts are being used 
by the government levee force and by the levee 
commission of each district. The railroads are 
hurrying bagsto every point where there 1s 
danger of a break, and not only freight cars, 
but passenger coaches are pressed into the ser- 
vice. The bagsare filled with earth and are 
then laid along the levee, one above the 
other, in sucha way that the ferce of the 
waves are broken, and yet the dirt in the bags 
can not be swept away.” 
~ “Have many lives been lost?’ 

“T heard from a friend that two colored men 
had been drowned near Memphis, and I have 
no doubt that numerous casualities have oc- 
curred, though I did not hear of them.” 

“W hat is the causes of the breaks ?’’ 

“The trouble all comes from the levees not 
being strong enough and not sufticiently high. 
This is, I understand, the worst. flood ever 
known, but every year the water rises more or 
lessyand the government should take some 
means to make such disasters impossible.”’

MISSIONERS ORGANIZE. : 
Mr. J. M. Hunnicutt Elected Chairman— 
Officers Elected, and Considerable 
Routine Business Transacted. 


The new county commission was organized 
yesterday. 

Mr. J. M. Hunnicutt was unanimously 
chosen chairman of the body. 

It was the annual meeting, and all the 
county offices amenable to the board were 
filled. 

At 10 o’clock, the old board, consisting of 
Messrs. Kiser, Wilson, Hunnicutt, Adair and 
Garrett, was called to order by Chairman 
Adair. 

Then after the usual form and a few re- 
marks appropriate to the occasion, Colonel 
Adair surrendered his official position. The 
recollections of his commissionership were 
pleasant to Colonel Adair, and in retiring, he 
took occasion to refer in kindly words to 
his associations with the ex-workmen whom 
he was leaving behind. 

Major M. C. Kiser, in vacating his chair, 
also gave expression to his feelings, regretful 
perhaps, but tinged with a conscious pride in 
having discharged his public trust ably and to 
the best of his ability.

IN WITH THE NEW. 

The board then organized temporarily by 
electing Commissioner Garrett chairman pro 
tem, and on ballot calling Commissioner J. M.

Mr. Hunnicutt has been one of the fore- 
most members of the board in 
his efforts to promote the interests of the 
county, and his election as chairman is buta 
just recognition of his capacity and con- 
scientiousness. 

The first business of the new board was the 
taking up of the annual elections. Twelve 
o’clock was set as the hour when the elections 
should be held. When that time arrived the 
work was begun by the election of Dr. Eli 
Griffin county physician, vice Dr. J. M. 
Boring. 

Only twoof the officers had their salaries 
increased, They were, the superintendent of 
the alms house from $75 to $125 per month, 
and Mr. S. H. Donaldson, who does the county 
blasting. His pay has heretofore been $50 
per month. The board raised it yesterday 
to $75. 

ELECTING OFFICERS, ; 

Colonel W. 8S. Thompson was re-elected 
ceunty attorney withont opposition. 

Dr. R. L. Hope was re-elected superinten 
dent of the alms house, with the increased 
salary mentioned. 

Mr. Charlie Langford, who has been filling 
the unexpired term as janitor of the county 
court house, was elected to that position for 
the ensuing term, over thirty other applicants. 

Captain T. J. Donaldson was re-elected su- 
perintendent of the public works, with A. W. 
Hammond overseer of the south camp and J. 
M. Denaldson overseer of the north camp. 

Mr. Hugh ke Angier appeared before the 
board with a petition from the property 
owners in the neighborhood of Angier 
Springs, asking that the Angier 
Spring road, which is being opened, should 
be built under the Air-Line road at its cross- 
ing instead of over, according to the plan. 
This will cost about $1,000 extra, and Mr. An- 
gier’s petition stated that this wonld be borne 
by private parties. 

WILL INSPECT THE GROUND. 

Next Monday week the board will make a 
personal inspection of the work asked to be 
done by the county, deciding whether or not 
the road shall go under or over the Air-Line 
railway. 

The citizens on the southeast side of Me- 
Daniel street asked that their street be wid- 
ened to fifty-five feet, to Washington. 
They presented a paper agreeing 
to give the necessary addi- 
tional five feet, and the commissioners decided 
to grant the petition, ordering the county to 
do the necessary extra grading. 

All the annual reports were very satisfac- 
tory. That of the county treasurer showed a 
balance on hand of $37,377.66, with an expen- 
diture of $20,662.13 for road and material, and 
$24,847.50 for the new convict barracks. 

THE COUNTY’S FINANCIAL STATUS. 

The running expenses of the convict camps 
for the year were $28,867.48, and the amount 
of work aggregated in dollars and cents esti- 
mated to have been done by the courity chain- 
gang for the year was $114,401.49. Superin- 
tendent Donaldson reported twelve escapes of 
convicts during the year, out of a total of 121 
confined. 

The county physician’s report showed two 
bad eases of pneumonia at the jail and one 
death during the month. The dead prisoner 
was Claude Waters, the negro boy who was 
struck with a bottle by a moonshiner, the 
wound proving fatal. 

A number of other minor matters were dis- 
posed of, the new board dispatching. the 
county’s business rapidly and systematically. 

The new members, Messrs. Collins and Mur- 
phy, are old hands at. such work, and as they 
have proven valuable.in the past, are pretty 
sure to*repeat their services in the future.

’ Governor Gordon granted a pardon yester- 
day to a colored woman who twelve years ago 
was sentenced to the penitentiary for life. 

Easter Bailey is the woman. She was tried 
for infanticide by the superior court of Fulton 
county, in 1878, found guilty and sentenced for 
life. Ever since her incarceration she has born 
an excellent reputation and has been em- 
ployed chiefly as a servant at the officers’ 
headquarters. At the time the crime was 
committed she was very young, and the evi- 
dence proved that she was influenced by the 
father of the child who fled from justice.

THE STOCK MARKET. 
— 


The Pay on the Floor of the New York Stock 


Exchange. 

New York, April 2.—The stock market today 
was as far as its tone goes, a repetition of that of 
yesterday, but there was decidedly more activity 
and the strong tone was much more pronounced. 
There was more disposition shown to buy for a 
long account than for a month past, and the bulls 
were much encouraged by the evident buying of 
the Reading pool, which was accompanied by a 
material rise in that stock and some others. Brok- 
ers who are supposed to represent the pool were 
at the opening and the price of stock 
wasrun up from 4)% to 42%, though it took two 
epurts to accomplish this result. Other anthra- 
cite shares were correspondingly strong and Lack- 
awanna especially was largely traded in at advanc- 
ing prices and tonight it had recovered 114 per cent 
of its dividend. The most significant movement 
of the day, however, was in the Big Four, which, 
with other Vanderbilts, moved up rapidly on the 
large business for that stock on the report that 
the Vanderbilts had secured control of the Cin- 
cinnati, Wabash and Michigan road, which would 
be operated by the Big Four, and that traffic 
agreement had been formed with the Mackey sys- 
tem, which would be of benefit to both parties 
concerned. The upward movement made good, 
though slow progress, through the whole list, and 
almost everything traded in today shows a gain at 
the close. The money market worked easy, though 
rates on call were again run up to six 

per cent, but there was no squeeze, and funds 
were effered at four per cent at the close. 

Missouri Pacific was the only weak spot at the 
opening, the cause being, in all probability, the 
attack upon the road by an influential morning 
paper ; but the effect of the attack was only tem- 

porary, and it isonly 4 per cent lower this evening 
than last night. As usual there were some spe- 

cially wide movements among the specialties and 
Tennessee preferred. Chicago gas, Evansville 
and Terre Haute and others made material gains. 

There was some disposition among traders to sell 

the market after the morning rise, on the theory 
that thecoming holiday will interfere with busi- 

ness, but the impression made by such sales was 
hardly appreciable and the covering done offset it’ 
with something to spare. 

The market closed dull, but firm to strong and 
generally at about the best prices of the day. The 
list is almost invariably fractionally higher to- 
night, while C. C. C. and St. Louis rose 2%, and 
Reading 1% Sales of listed 128,000 shares; un- 
listed, 15,900.

ROME TO RINGGOLD,GA, 


Walnut Grove Wants a Road—Milledgeville 
Moving to Secure the Middle Georgia 
and Atlantic. 


The Rome Mineral Railroad company is to 
build a road, it is said, from Rome to Ringgold. 
The New South, published in Ringgold; gives 
these particulars: 

The Rome Mineral Railroad company has 
its charter to build a railroad from Rome, Ga., 
i Rin sold. The work of building the road 
bas «ready commenced, and daily the links of 
stee], which will connect Ringgold and Rome, 
are being laid. 

The road will pass through one of the. ri¢eh- 
est mineral countries in Georgia, and will 
connect.with the Westernand Atlantic rail- 
road at this place. ¢ * * * * 


The distance from Rome to the Tennessee 
river will be sixty-eight miles. There would 


be only a few bridges to build, ne- deep. cuts, 
high hills er overfiows to contend with. If 


the connection could be made, thousands of 
tons of freight, coal, etc., would be diverted 
from Chattanooga and Rome, and could be 
sent east, south and west. 

Milledgeville Wants It. 

The people of the old capital city are mov- 
ing in the matter of seenring the Middle Geor- 
gia and Atiantic. The paper published there 
says: An air-line route between these two 
cities—Atianta and Savannah—would, beyond 
a doubt, ‘‘split Milledgeville wide open.”” In 
order, however, to make a route from Machen, 
a station on the Covington and Macon, to 
Eatonton, it was necessary tuo leave the air- 
line slightly to the left. The present status, 
therefore, is this: One of these three routes is 
open tothe new projection. First, detlect from 
the air-line about ten miles eastward and take 
in Sparta. Second, continue astraight line from 
Eatonton to Sandersville and Savannah; and 
third, to deflect about eight miles to the west 
and strike this city. Colonel Machen has not 
Ife is still figuring on 
the best and cheapest. 

A number of our leading cit'zens have con- 
cluded that a talk with Colonel Machen would 
be advisable. To that end a committee, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Barrett, Case and White have 
been appointed to do their utmost in this line. 

We believe that if we could get Colonel 
Machen here, we could give him some data 
which would operate very powerfully on him, 
anil go far toward convincing him that the 
considerations for the eight miles deflection 
are good and valuable ones. Colonel Machen 
is now in New York. For that reason tele- 
grains sent him Tuesday did not reach him. 
In the meantime we are not idle, and every 

ossible influence will be brought to bear on 
him. Of course weare allagreed that the 
raad will be of inestimable benefit to our city. 
One conservative citizen said it would increase 
our cotton receipts from ten to fifteen thous- 
and bales. Ina variety of ways Milledgeville 
has been humping herself lately. Good for- 
tune has been with her. Whocan say the 
railroad lightening will not be attracted and 
very soon by our superior quality of ‘‘mettle’’. 
' The following ysspatch tellsof Mr. Machen’s 
Visit yesterday: 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., April 2.—{Special. ]— 
Colonel E. C. Machen wasin the city today,and 
met the board of trade in reference to bring- 
ing the Atlanta and Atlantic road to this city. 
He came from Eatonton on the morning train, 
and was accompanied by Messrs. Leverett, 
Hunt and Leonard, of that place. A committee 
from the board of trade was in conference 
with him during the greater part of the day. 
He expressed himself as being greatly in favor 
of bringing the road through here, and if the 
obstacles can possibly be fovercome, the road 
will pass directly through|Milledgeville, The 
only obstacle in the way is the charter under 
which the Central road operates, that charter 
prohibiting a competing line from running 
within ten miles of that road. On the. other 
hand, if the Atlanta and Atlantic is built, the 
business of the Central branch from here to 
Eatonton will not pay the expense of the 
road, so it is thought that the Atlania and At- 
lantic will be able to get possession. of that 
branch. Itis understood that Mr. Machen 
offers a good price forthe road to Eatonton, 
while the belief here is that the Central will 
accept it. A committee has been appointed 
to work matters up, and there isa strong be- 
lief that the city will be tapped by the road. 

And Walnut Grove, Too. 

The prospects, the Walnut Grove News 
says, seem to be bright either to extend the 
street car line from Oxford and equip with a 
dummy, or toextend the narrow gauge from 
Lawreneeville to Covington. We see no rea- 
son. why either of these plans could net be 
carried out. The country through which the 
road will pass is extremely level. There will 
be no water courses to cross, and, besides this, 
the road will pass through one of the 
best farming sections in middle Georgia; 
and as to the question whether the road 
will pa or not, there cannot 
be a shiz iow of donbt. Walnut Grove her- 


_ self can easily handle 2,000 bales of cotton, and 


should the road be built from Lawrenceville, 
there will be at least 15,000 bales from Coving- 
ton to thatpoint. Furthermore, the fertilizers 
to make that amount of cotton will be nosmall 
item. Considering 300 pounds of fertilizers to 
every bale of cotton, it will amount fto 2,250 
tons. 

The people all along the line are anxious for 
the road and wiil subscribe liberally. A sub- 
scription list was presented to the people of 
Walnut Grove, and about $6,000 was sub- 
scribed. Walnut Grove may be depended on

_ Athens’ New Railroads. 

ATHENS, Ga., April 2.,—[Special.J—A _per- 
fect outburst of railroad news seized Athens 
today, and the old town is wrapt in wild en- 
thusiasm over the bright railroad future, that 
is dawning upon it. 

News reached here this afternoon that the. 
first ‘dirt was broken today on the Georgia 
Carolina and Northern in Madison county. 
The coutract was let to Mr. T. K. Brown, 
a contractor from North Carolina and 
he began work with dead _ earnest 
on the grading embraced within 
the limits of his contract. This takes up the 
grading at Broad river and brings it six miles 
towards Athens, making the contracts for 
_— to extend over the entire line, from 

onroe, N. C., to within twenty miles of this 
city. Thisisthe first dirt ever broken on 
Madison county’s soil to make way for the 
coming of the railroad train, and the people of 
that county are wild with rejoicing. They 
assembled in large crowds at the spot where 
the work was began today, and cheered the 
work of the two hundred graders as they plowed 
the soil of Madison county’s first railroad. It 
is said that the force of hands will be largely 
increased soon, and the work pushed rapidly 
into Athens. Meantime the civil engineers 
began their werk of, locating the route en- 
trance into Athens this morning, and will, 
within a few days, settle the course of the final 
survey through the city. So soon as this is 
finished they will join the other force of engi- 
neers between Jug Tavern and Atlanta. 

Another railroad item of interest developed 
here today, concerning the extension of the 
Georgia Midland from McDonough to Athens. 
Mr. E. R. Hodgson received a letter from 
Colonel Peek, asking him, in behalf of a com- 
pany of capitalists, te meet them in’ Atlanta 
mext Monday to hold a railroad meeting about 
this proposed extension. The work of that 
meeting seems to have been already arranged, 
and will result in a special committee of repre- 
Bentative citizens of the territory along. the 
route meeting at the Markham house after 
the railroad meeting and arranging plans for 
securing the route. This committee, consist- 
ing of Messrs. C. R. Hodgson, of Athens: W. 
L. Peek, of Oconee; B. 8. Walker, of Monroe, 
and others, will visit. Oolumbus to make such 
propositions to sion. Gunby. Jordon, of the 
Georgia Midland, as will at once secure the 
extenston from.

RADFIELD’S 
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THE WALL GAVE 


AND TWO WORKMEN WEBE BURIED 
BY THE CRUMBLING CLODS, 


They Were Extricated, But One of Them Dies 
in a Few Minutes and the Other is 
Very Badly Hurt 


There was a tragedy at the site of a 
new building on Whitehall street, near 
Mitchell, yesterday morning at 11:45 o’clock. 

A force of about fifteen hands has been at 
work there for some time, excavating for the 
foundation of a new building, which is being 
erected by Mr. W. P. Inman. The men were 
at work for Wesley Darden, to whom the con- 
tract for the excavation had been let.

and a cloud ef dust-started the onlookers, and 
Mr. Hayes felt himself wedged in between a 
pile of rocks and dirt and the wall. With 
rare presence of mind, he scrambled out, all 
bruised and stunned as he was, and hearing 
the cries of the workmen, rushed to the res- 
cue. 

Columbus McGuire and Gus Smith were 
buried in the debris of the bank which had 
suddenly caved in, and fallen on the two un- 
fortunate men. 

Special Otlicer Green was near. He ran to 
the nearest telephone and summoned the po- 
lice and fire departments. Chief Connall 
and Chief Joyner. with the hook an 
ladder fire company responded promptly. 

Meanwhile the work of relieving -the two 
men was going on as fast as possible. They 
were soon extricated, both terribly crushed 
and unconscious. Fortunately the dirt had 
not covered them sufficiently to canse suffoca- 
tion, and it was hoped that they would both 
survive. 

MeGuire was sent to Dr. Divine’s office, 
where Drs. Divine, Giddings and Hood went 
to work to try to save his life. But he was too 
far gone and died in ten minutes after he; was 
carried to the oftice. 

THREE RIBS WERE BROKEN 
in the body of Gus Smith, the other laborer, 
and he was removed to his brother’s home, 
No. 51 Ellis street, where his injuries were at- 
tended to by Dr. Giddings. He had other in- 
juries on his body and limbs of a painful 
nature, 

At a late hour Smith was resting as easily as 
could be expected, and it is thought there is a 
chance for his recovery. 

Mr. Hayes had fallen and sprained his right 
arm on Tuesday, and the fall injured his legs 
and wrenched his arm over again. His inju- 
ries are painful but not serious. 

McGuire’s body was taken to Lee’s under- 
taking establishment, on Mitchell street. He 
has no family, and his body will remain there 
until some disposition is made of it by his 
relatives. 

THE CORONER’S INQUEST. 

Dr. J. C. Avary, coroner of Fulton county, 
was notified and summoned a jury to investi- 
gate the cause of the death of Columbus Mc- 
Guire. 

After a thorough inquiry into the matter the 
jury found a verdict of accidental killing. 

An examination of the body of the dead man 
showed that in falling he struck the sharp end 
of a pick which entered his body just above the 
right us 4 and entered the abdominal 
cavity. esides this wound, which 
sufficient to have caused death, as_ it 
was a very dangerous wound, and there 
were a number of bruises on various parts of 
his body. 

It is supposed that he suffered internal hem- 
orrhage from the wound inflicted by the pick, 
as a very small quantity of blood flowed from 
the wound.
